INTERVIEW SUMMARY 



Applicants thank the Examiner for his participation in a telephonic interview with 
the undersigned representative on February 20, 2008. This interview generally concerned 
the impropriety of the communication mailed from the Office on February 5, 2008, which 
generally alleged that Applicants' Response filed November 20, 2007, was not fully 
responsive to a prior Office Action because it did not specifically point out support for 
claim amendments made therein. 



In the telephonic interview, the undersigned representative noted that, besides the 
lack of any statutory or regulatory support for his requirement, the Response filed on 
November 20, 2007, did, in fact, indicate exemplary portions of the application that 
provide support for the claim amendments.
